Brezhnev expected to visit U.S.

Communist party chief Leonid I. 
Brezhnev is expected to visit the 
United States sometime next April 
as the guest of President Nixon, 
diplomatic sources said today. 


When Nixon visited Moscow last 
May, he invited the entire ruling 
troika which also includes Premier 
Alexei N. Kosygin and President 
Nikolai V. Podgomy. The invitation 
to the troika was a matter of 
protocol and all accepted. 


It was obvious that only one of 
them would actually make the visit 


and Brezhnev, as the first among 
equals, would be the first Soviet 
leader to visit Washington since the 
late Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev’s 
trip in 1959. 


Like Khrushchev when he was 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower s 
guest, Brezhnev will be received 
with all the honors due a chief of 
state although Podgorny is titularly 
chief executive while Brezhnev’s 
title is general secretary of the 
party. 


But the chief executive here is a 
collective 
body 
over 
which 


Podgorny presides. It consists of the 
chairman, 
15 
vice-chairmen, 
a 
secretary and 20 members. 
Brezhnev 
is 
one 
of 
the 
members—the sole state position he 
holds. In that capacity, he can be 
temporarily 
designated chief of 
state for needs of protocol. 


In related developments, other 
authoritative sources denied recent 
rumors widely circulated abroad 
that Brezhnev has been seriously ill.

Secret peace talk meeting

want it publicized.

Neither side 
gave any details of the meeting. 
In Washington, President Nixon s 
press secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, 
said

and

Vietnamese negotiator Le Due Tho 
would meet again Saturday in a 
continuation of their daily meetings 
that began Monday. 
Ziegler said the usual procedure 
for 
announcing 
times 
for 
the 
meetings 
in 
advance 
was 
not 
followed for today’s session because 
the negotiators did not want any 
publicity on it. Kissinger also called 
on 
French 
Foreign 
Minister 
Maurice Schumann today, Ziegler 
said. 
Earlier, both sides had said no 
meeting was scheduled today. It 
would have been the first hiatus in 
this latest round of negotiations, 
which began Monday in an effort to 
find an acceptable peace formula. 
Newsmen who trailed Kissinger 
said the meeting today took place in 
a 
villa 
owned 
by 
the 
North 
Vietnamese delegation and located 
two blocks from its mission in 
suburban Choisy le Roi. 
The 
newsmen 
said 
Kissinger 
slipped out of the rear exit of the 
U.S. embassy residence in Paris, 
went to the villa and stayed about 
one hour.

negotiators 
left, 
a 
television network correspondent 
remarked to Kissinger: “ It’s getting 
harder and harder to find a place for 
a secret rendezvous, isn’t it, Dr. 
Kissinger?” 
Kissinger, he said, replied : “ It 
certainly is.”

(SALT) today at the U.S. mission. 
The meeting lasted 95 minutes, exactly the same length as the meeting 
Tuesday. Conference sources said today’s session was “ serious and 
businesslike as always.” 
The next meeting was set for next Tuesday. 
SALT II, as the second phase of the negotiations is called, began Nov. 21. 
Vladimir S. Semenov, the chief Soviet negotiator, arrived with his 
delegation just before the agreed starting time and was welcomed by the 
chief American negotiator, Gerard C. Smith 
This first round of SALT II is expected by officials to last until about Dec. 
20 The two sides are concentrating on outlining priorities for concrete 
negotiations next year and at the moment are not engaged in substantive 
bargaining

Firm's attorney 
critical of

P la n n i n g 
Department’s 
advance 
planning 
staff came in for some strong 
criticism Wednesday at the hands of 
counsel for Tyrolian Village, Inc., 
which is proposing a residential 
country club on More Mewa in 
Goleta Valley. 
Attorney Stanley Hatch scored 
two “ 11th hour memos” from the 
advance planners which he said 
seemed designed “ to convert our 
project into a public park with an 
adjacent subdivision.” 
The memorandums, which went 
before 
the 
County 
Planning 
Commission this week, “ would have 
the effect of blowing this project out 
of the water,” charged Hatch. 


Planning Director Britt Johnson 
in presenting the memorandums 
said they advocated moving the 18- 
hole golf course to the interior of the 
development, and switching three 
ocean-fronting 
holes 
inland 
to 
provide space for a public park 
along the bluffs. Density would be 
reduced with home sites moved 
back along with the golf course. 


A second memorandum referred 
to a “ dissenting” environmental 
impact study on the project filed by 
sources other than the developers. 
Johnson 
declared 
that 
the 
m e m o r a n d u m s 
wer e 
a 
“ c o m b i n a t i o n 
of 
our 
recommendations and input from 
the 
public 
at 
previous 
public 


hearings and during the interim 
until now.” 
Hatch objected to having the 
m e m o r a n d u m s 
s e r i o u s l y 
considered “ at this point.” He said 
they were “ obviously prepared by 
some

members who hadn't attended the 
hearings.” 
“Moving the golf course to the 
interior of the property is physically 
impossible,” he maintained. “ This 
is not a solution . . . it is a total 
reconception of the project.” 
He labeled those instrumental in

Hatch, in urging the commission 
to approve the rezoning from 20-R-l

density), said it could do so along 
“ compromise” guidelines set up by 
the Board of Supervisors, who would 
have the final say, anyway, on the 
environmental impact aspects. 
But

Tyrolian 
Village, Inc., developers of the 
project, 
filed 
an 
environmental 
report which was drawn up by a 
group headed by Dr. M. Bruce 
Johnson, 
UC 
Santa 
Barbara 
professor of economics. 
But now county authorities have 
received a second environmental 
assessment of the project, critical 
of the Dr. Johnson report in certain 
particulars, 
filed 
by 
another 
segment of the university, it was 
learned. 
Johnson 
said 
the 
Planning 
Department feels that “ neither it, 
nor other members of the county’s 
Technical Review Staff have the 
expertise to honestly evaluate the 


differences in these reports.” 
The developers, brothers Said and 
Safon Halimi, are seeking rezoning 
of the 277 acre property and a 
conditional use permit, but are 
running into opposition from some 
n ea r b y 
l a n d o w n e r s 
and 
conservation groups. 
The Technical Review Staff is 
slated to consider environmental 
aspects of the project Friday, with 
recommendations scheduled to go to 
the county supervisors, sitting as a 
temporary Environmental Quality 
Advisory 
Agency 
(EQAA) 
next 
Monday. However, in view of the 
conflicting reports that are a puzzle 
for the planners, it is likely neither 
agency will act quickly in the case 
“ It’s unfortunate that the Board of 
Supervisors and the Environmental 
Quality Advisory Agency are one 
and the same,” declared Planning

chairman 
Darwin 
Sainz, of Los Alamos.

Robert M onagan : 


State needs Reagan to pull Republican party together 


SACRAMENTO (UP1) — Assembly Minority Leader 
Robert T. Monagan said today the Republican party is 
“ going downhill” in California and Gov. Ronald Reagan is 
the only one who can save it from disaster in 1974 
He can do this, the veteran lawmaker said in a candid 
interview, by playing a stronger party role and taking the 
lead in choosing the best GOP candidates for 1974 
Reagan soon must decide himself whether to run for the 
U.S. Senate, Monagan added, because if he does not enter 
the race other aspirants will need time to build a campaign 


“ I ’m not critical of the governor. But I do want to 
emphasize that he is the leader of the party in California,” 
Monagan said. “ He is the only one now who can move out in 
the forefront and help put together a winning ticket in 
1974.” 


“ He has got to decide —help decide —who are going to be 
the best and most attractive candidates and help them get 
in a position to run in 1974 You can’t wait a year to do that. 
He ought to be sitting down now with all elements of the 
party and making some decisions.” 
Once these candidates are chosen, Monagan said, they 
should be helped in gaining public exposure, campaign 
manpower and financing. 


“ If it’s done haphazardly,” he said, “ then by sheer 
numbers of registration the Democrats will beat us. We’ve 
got to be better —have better candidates, better 
organization, better programming —to beat the Democrats 
and just overcome the volume. And somebody has to do 
that.” 
Asked if this might not leave the party vulnerable to 


charges of machine politics. Monagan replied: 
“ If you’re in the minority you have to do that. When we 
had 
28 
(Assembly) 
votes around 
here, 
geez, 
we 
blackjacked, banged, tied up, did everything we could to 
lock in those 28 guys because that’s all we could do. We 
showed no mercy on that. It wasn’t necessarily the most 
idealistic thing in the world but that was the only practical 
way we could have any voice at all. 
“ And the Republicans are in that position now. We re a 
decided minority and going downhill.” 
Except for President Nixon, Republicans generally did 
not fare well in California this year. They lost eight 
Assembly seats and now have only 29, their smallest 
number since Monagan spearheaded a party comeback 
eight years ago that resulted in a GOP majority and his 


briefly ascending to the speakership in 1969 
Republican voter registration also continued to decline in 
1972. 
Monagan, 52, said he now is interested in being appointed 
to a high job in the Nixon administration or running for 
statewide office in 1974 
“ I don’t want to go back and be a flunky in Washington 
but I would certainly consider anything of high level with an 
opportunity for real challenge,” said the middle-of-the-road 
Tracy lawmaker. 
“ I ’m also interested in running for statewide office.” he 
added, while noting he has not ruled out seeking an eighth 
Assembly term. 
“ I ’d rather be governor than U.S. Senator and I could 
conceivably run for lieutenant governor,” he said.

KNIT KNACKS 
Dear Judy: With the hem­ 
lines creeping up again, last 
year’s knitted skirt is a bit 
too long. What’s the best 
way to go about shortening 
it? Thanks for your help.— 
M. J., Evanston, III. 
Dear M. J.: Those fashion 
designers do keep us busy! 
Fortunately, last year’s skirt 


can be this year’s for you. 
To shorten your skirt, select 
a point about a half-inch be­ 
low the length you’d like it 
to be. Cut open a stitch at 
one end of the work, with 
the right side facing you, and 
draw out the cut t h r e a d 
across the entire row. All 
the stitches on the last row, 
after pulling the thread, will 
remain, not connected but 
intact. Now rip out the next 
row slowly, stitch by stitch, 
w o r k i n g with the same 
drawn thread. Insert one of 
the two free knitting needles 
into each stiteh as you rip. 
Now you have a complete 
solid row of stitching on a 
needle at the length you 
wish. Bind off and work one 
or two rows of single cro­ 
chet around, finish with a 
bottom edge of ribbing or a 
hem and hemline. 
There you have it, a brand- 
new skirt and worked in a 
jiffy.

submarine 


OSLO (U PI) —Aircraft 
and 
navy 
vessels 
using 
depth charges, radar and at 
least one anti-submarine 
missile are searching a 
Norwegian fjord looking for 
what some witnesses insist 
is a foreign sub lurking 
there. 
Whatever the object is, it 
has touched off a case of 
security jitters. 
Defense chief Gen. H. F. 
Zeiner-Gundersen said navy 
commanders have received 
orders to use their own 
judgment in attacking any 
object 
they 
find. 
Two 
British helicopters joined 
the search at one point and 
an 
arsenal 
of 
modern 
weaponry and equipment 
was committed to the hunt. 
The mystery object first 
appeared 13 days ago and 
witnesses 
reported 
two 
more sightings Thursday, 
with 
one 
man 
telling 
authorities he spotted a 
“ greenish yellow light” in 
the fjord, located in western 
Norway and linked to a 124- 
mile-long channel big en­ 
ough for submarines. 
Another 
witness 
told 
police Thursday a “ dark 
object” surfaced for about 
seven 
minutes 
then 
disappeared again. 
But military officials said 
the long winter darkness in 
the area make it possible for 
submarines—if that is what 
it 
is—to 
escape 
visual 
spotting for much of the 
time. 
Norwegian 
military 
spokesmen said radar and 
sonar 
soundings 
made 
contact with “ something,” 
but they stopped short of 
calling it a submarine. 
After one such contact 
Wednesday, 
the 
military 
said, a frigate launched 
several depth charges and 
fired 
one 
antisubmarine 
m issile. 
L a te r, 
a 
communique said the object 
was not a submarine. 
It also said two British 
helicopters taking part in 
the hunt left Thursday for 
their home base and added 
that the search will continue 
with Norwegian ships and 
planes. 
Why a submarine would 
spend any time in the fjord 
was 
another 
mystery 
although some newspapers 
guessed it was mapping the 
3,900-foot deep channel or 
even installing underwater 
navigational équipement for 
future use. 
Norway is a member of 
the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) and 
only recently the site of 
some of the organization’s 
largest war games.

So 1 snapped up the chance to be a part of a new athletic 
career. “ Sure, I’ll drive,” I said, sealing my fate. 
The sky was puffy and gray as I arrived at my son’s 
school at 2 p.m. in my battered Ralph Nader-reject station 
wagon. Nine gangly boys of assorted sizes loped up to 
the car 
“ Poor Ryan.” said one. “ I couldn’t do anything if my 
mother was going to watch.” 
P'ortunately. my own son and the rest of the group didn’t 
seem to notice that there was a breathing body behind the 
wheel of the car. Their conversation didn’t include the 
driver. 
“ Say,” said one eighth grader. ‘‘You got butterflies like 
1 do?” 
“ Naw,” sneered a veteran ninth grader. ‘‘I don’t have 
any butterflies. I’m just nervous that’s all.” 
We arrived at the nearby park where freshly limed 
lines on the asphalt bicycle path indicated the route of the 
cross-country marathon. 
As the boys scrambled out and began to warm up, the 
swollen clouds began to leak and the peaceful country 
scene was cast in a half-light to welcome the rain.

He drew large paychecks, 
big crowds, extravagant pub­ 
licity and wholesale resent­ 
ment from his team m ates.

Hazzard and Bill B rid g e s- 
last year’s stars and this 
year’s bit players—did not 
accept M aravich’s presence. 
Caldwell 
wanted

more than M a r a v i c h re­ 
ceived. He didn’t get it and 
fled to the ABA. Hazzard 
and Bridges were eventually 
traded. 
The 
fact that M aravich 
was white and they were 
black—in a Southern town— 
and he becam e so rich so 
fast w as part of the resent­ 
ment.

When is a defensive tub 
used? 
When you are in trouble 
and want to buy time to re­ 
cover from a difficult play­ 
ing situation and when it is 
unlikely t h a t , percentage­ 
wise. you will be able to get 
the ball past either of the 
opposing net men. The ball 
should be hit high and pref­ 
erably deep into the court. 
What is the advantage of 
a defensive lob? 
It gives you and your part­ 
ner time to get into the ideal 
defensive position and hope­ 
fully back on equal terms 
with your opponents. If you 
hit the ball very high and 


deep from behind the base­ 
line. your opponent has to 
look at it for a long time 
which might make it more 
difficult for him to make a 
good smash. 


S h o u l d I rush the net 
after making a d e f e n s i v e 
lob? 


No, because in all prob­ 
ability it will be returned as 
an overhead sm ash. The best 
position for you and your 
partner after one of you has 
hit a defensive lob is about 
three feet behind the base­ 
line.

Red tape 


You can fight city hall, but it helps to 
have a copying machine, especially if 
“city hair happens to be one of the 
agencies of the U.S. government. 
In a recent ruling, a member of the 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
declined, in the interests of “orderly 
procedure” the petition of one Grace Stern 
of Chevy Chase, 
Md., to waive the 
commission's rule requiring individual 
consumers to follow the same complex 
procedures as corporations in making 
comments to the agency. 


The rule requires 15 copies, double­ 
spaced, of anything that is filed, plus a 
copy sent by first-class mail to each party 
on the other side. 
Mrs. Stern had sought the waiver on 
behalf of herself and other consumers who 
might want to comment on proposed 
changes 
in 
regulations 
governing 
interstate movers of household goods. 
According to the Washington Star-News, 


Washington calling by Marquis Childs 


the ICC rule in this case would have 
necessitated 19 copies. The double spacing 
requirement meant that what could be 
stated in a two-page letter burgeoned to a 
four-page document to be duplicated at 
prices ranging from 10 cents to 25 cents a 
page. 
Mrs. Stern figures she would have had to 
pay $19 just to get the ICC to read her 
comments. 
The decision, says her lawyer, “is 
absolutely outrageous at a time when 
every agency is trying to encourage public 
participation, particularly in the consumer 
area where they really need the views of 
consumers who have actually experienced 
problems with household moving.” 
There’s no question, argues Mrs. Stern, 
that the regulation has the effect of 
discouraging comments from consumers. 
As a result, with the exception of fairly 
large consumer organizations, the ICC is 
not likly to hear from individuals in a case 
that will vitally affect them. 


Castro cooperate?

The hope is that this will deter 
potential hijackers seeking escape 
from prosecution. 
With 
Havana 
closed off they will think twice 
before seizing a plane since Algiers, 
the only other escape hatch, 
across the Atlantic and harder 
reach Hijacks in this country 
big money have almost all ended in 
the capture or the death of the 
extortionist. 


For 
several 
years 
the 
State 
Department has been negotiating 
with Cuba in an effort 
to get an 
agreement on the mutual return of 
those who have seized planes or 
ships The catch has been the Cuban 
demand 
that the United States 
return Cubans who have illegally 
left the country. This means those 
who, failing to get an exit visa, 
managed by one means or another 
to flee to nearby Florida 


In the main political opponents of 
the Castro regime, they were given 
asylum here. There was no question 
of complying with such a demand, 
which would have meant turning 
political exiles over for long prison 
terms or worse. 


Whether Castro will modify his 
stand no one can say at this early 
stage of the negotiations. But there 
are indications that the picture of 
Havana as a refuge for convicted 
criminals is not altogether to the 
liking of the volatile Fidel. 


The three convicted criminals 
who perpetrated the latest and most 
sensational

They took with them a large amount 
of cash, said to be $2 million

Southern’s first aim is to get the 
money back since such a big layout 
has put the company’s financial 
future in jeopardy. 
The total extorted by hijackers, 
according to the Federal Aviation 
Administration, is $10,712,000 plus 15 
pounds of gold. Virtually all of this 
has been recovered except the $2 
million. Most of the recovery was 
from extortionists trying to escape 
with their loot in this country. 
Another country with which the 
United States has no dipomatic 
relations is Algeria. On July 31 three 
men and two women commandeered 
a Delta plane flying from Detroit to 
Miami. After a refueling stop in 
Boston where they picked up a 
ransom of $1 million, the largest up 
to that time, and a transatlantic 
n avigator, 
the 
plane 
after 
discharging the 101 passengers was 
flow n 
to 
A lgiers. 
A lgerian 
authorities promptly confined the 
hijackers, 
identified 
as 
Black 
Panthers, and impounded the cash 
The 
money 
was 
subsequently 


returned 
to 
Delta. 
An 
earlier 
ransom of $500,000 extorted in the 
hijacking of a Western Airlines 
plane had previously been returned. 
All the Panthers, including Eldridge 
Cleaver who has been an acute 
embarrassment to the government 
of Houari Boumedienne, were put 
under house arrest. 
FAA 
o ffic ia ls 
and 
others 
concerned with hijacking cringe 
when a new sensation hits the 
headlines, for one such act has on 
the average inspired two more. FAA 
points out that 173,000,000 people 
will use the air lines this year and 
therefore the number of persons 
subjected to hijacking is only a tiny 
fraction of the total. They believe 
their 
“ security 
profile’’ 
for 
screening 
potential 
hijackers 
together with the increasing use of 
detection methods will soon greatly 
reduce the number of incidents. 
This is small consolation for those 
who endure a hijacking ordeal. The 
hour to hour report of the 29 hours 
on the Southern Airways plane 
under the hijackers’ guns is vastly 
intimidating for those who use the 
airways.

The property tax 


In the post - mortems which have 
been written about the defeat of the 
Watson initiative which called for a 
limit on property taxes, an almost 
s ig n ific a n t 
fa c t 
has 
been 
overlooked. 
Sacramento 
County 
Assessor 
William C. Lynch was close to the 
truth when he said the measure, 
Proposition 14, lost because the 
voters didn’t understand it. 
Lynch based his comment upon 
the fact that the measure was 
c o m p lic a te d 
and 
“ to o 
comprehensive.’’ 


In seeking to limit property taxes 
the measure proposed increases in 
other taxes. Among them were 
sales, cigarettes and liquor. It also 
implied increases in income taxes. 


Fear of these increases provoked 
opposition 
both 
organized 
and 
otherwise. The people didn’t seem 
to realize they are going to get those 
increases anyway eventually. 
School 
officials, 
foreseeing 
tremendous reductions in revenues 
from the property tax source, were 
bitter in their opposition. The cities 
and counties too would have been 
sorely affected. 
But the ones who battled the 


proposal the hardest, spurred on by 
the fears of how they would be 
affected, were the special districts 
of which there are more than 4,000 
within the state. The measure would 
have really cramped their style by 
its severe limitations upon them. 
When the total employees and 
officials, 
together 
with 
their 
families and relatives, of all of these 
local governmental agencies are 
calculated it presents substantial 
opposition. When the major part of 
the press around the state joined in 
support of this opposition it was 
almost a foregone conclusion the 
measure would lose. 
But the significant fact which has 
not 
been 
given 
credit 
for the 
measure’s defeat is what Lynch 
alm ost 
said 
correctly. 
The 
homeowner didn't really understand 
the measure. 
What he didn't understand was the 
size of the bite the property tax has 
become. 
For the fact is that while most 
homeowners grumble about taxes 
they never really 
feel the full 
impact of the tax bill. 
This is because, while as much as 
68 per cent of the tax bills sent out in 
some areas are for single dwelling 


homes, the homeowner never sees 
the bill. 
Lynch estimates that between 75 
and 80 per cent of the tax bills on 
single dwellings are mailed to the 
mortgage holder and pro rated to 
the owner over a year’s period in 
monthly payments. These people 
never have the trauma of being hit 
by one big bill once a year. 
Likewise renters never see real 
property tax bills. They don’t realize 
what part of their rent goes for 
property taxes. 
Governor 
Reagan, 
who 
has 
espoused the philosophy that taxes 
should hurt, could do much to 
alleviate this situation as it relates 
to the homeowner by calling for a 
law which would require tax bills to 
be mailed to the homeowner. 
A further means of bringing home 
to the property owner the import of 
property 
taxes 
would 
be 
the 
requirement 
that 
the 
tax 
bills 
reflect item by item the distribution 
of the taxes. This would let the voter 
know just what local agencies are 
putting the bite on him. 


It could be expected that the 
schools and other special districts 
would fight both such proposals, 
especially the latter.

C o n g r e s s i o n a l 
a g e n c y ) 
investigations of USDA. 
1. Filthy or contaminated meat 
and poultiy can be a carrier of at

thirty

salmonellosis. Many of the 2 million 
salmonella food poisoning cases, 
which cost the nation more than 
$300,000,000 annually 
in medical 
costs and lost labor, are linked to 
such contamination Some of these 
diseases afflict workers at meat 
packing 
plants 
(brucellosis 
for 
example) in addition to consumers. 
Even 
when 
U.S. 
inspection 
is 
working 
without 
corruption, 
harrassment or apathy, the “ U.S. 
Inspected’’ stamp aoes not mean 
that there has been a bacteriological 
monitoring of the fresh meat and 
poultry from slaughter to retail 
sale. Although the products are 
scanned for disease, there is no 
effort to check bacterial levels. 
2. Chemical residues from the use 
of pesticides, nitrites, hormones, 
antibiotics and othe ingredients of 
the chemical alphabet soup are 
continually ignored by producers 


and 
processors 
and 
a 
passive 
government 
despite 
increasing 
health risks such as cancer and birth 
defects. Other long-term adverse 
effects on health are uncharted and 
therefore assumed not to exist. The 
average consumer ingests about 5 
pounds of chemical additives each 
year. Meat — because it is at the 
end of the food chain and because 
drugs, preservatives and coloring 
agents are now a staple of the 
foodlot and processing companies — 
is a major source of chemicals in 
the human diet. 
Consumers ingest more pesticides 
from the meat they eat than from 
any other commodity. Two lawsuits 
by environmental and consumer 
groups ask the government to ban 
the cosmetic uses of sodium nitrite 
in bacon, hotdogs, ham and other 
processed meat and prohibit all uses 
of 
the 
synthetic 
hormone 
and 
fattener — diethylstilbestrol — in 
cattle. 
The elaborate details of these and 
other food struggles are described in 
a new book, Sowing the Wind by my 
colleague Harrison Wellford 
He 
also documents and evaluates the 
role of the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture in setting standards 
which supposedly determine the 
amount of water allowed in hams 
and poultry, the level of fat in 
hamburger, 
hotdogs 
and corned 
beef, even the number of hairs and 
insect remains in canned meat. The 
influence over these standards by 
industry lobbyists and lawyers is 
great. The consumer’s interests are 
little represented. 
Who is to watch out for the food 
i n d u s t r y ’s 
mani pul at ion 
of 
standards relating to the fat, water, 
protein and chemicals added to 
meat products? Who is to monitor 
the debasement of the concept of 
wholesomeness — e.g., whether 
cattle 
with 
cancerous 
eyes 
or 
chicken wings with small tumors 
are government approved or not9 


Michigan tried to answer a few of 
these questions by passing tougher 
standards than fhose put out by 
USDA for greater nutrition and less 
adulteration of the hot dog The big 


meat companies sued Michigan to 
block 
this 
standard. 
Hormel, 
Armour and Wilson and Company 
won the latest round in the federal 
appeals court which ruled that the 
federal 
standard 
preempts 
the 
Michigan law even though “ it has 
the effect of reducing an ingredient 
requirement that may result in 
higher nutritional value for a meat 
food product.” 
Consumers 
must 
begin asking 
more searching questions about the 
meat and poultry they buy or they 
will continue to pay more for less 
roasts and chicken and more water, 
fat 
cereal, 
filler, 
drugs 
and 
chemicals. They can start with their 
representatives in Congress and the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture
